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THEY’RE AT IT AGAIN 
When the British muddle through, look out for 
flying ghtss Anything can happen. 
The British are muddling through the diplomatic 
crisis caused by the German government's latest 
demonstration that it Is ready to go the whole hog 
in its drive for "equality" in Europe. 
That Is, British politicians are muddling—and 
hoping they will come out right aide up, with at least 
an apparent majority of their constituents behind 
them. They are gambling on a change in British 
foreign policy 
The new direction they have taken is tangent to 
that which has been followed since the World wai. 
Itytead of planning on collective security In terms of 
formula of the League of Nations, they evidently 
att thinking of British safety now in terms of a closer 
understanding with Germany, which has danlod the 
jurisdiction of the league over its affairs. 
This leaves France holding the bag for the league 
of Nations. At the same time it seems to relieve 
Britain from holding the bag for France. An inci­ 
dental result is to relieve Mr. Anthony Eden from 
holding the bag for anyone. His resignation as foreign 
minister is the outward sign of Britain’s internal 
difference of opinion; he dealt with the problems of 
hta of floe in a manner which could not be construed 
as friendly to Germany. His successor will switch 
that attitude, in all probability. 
The temptation to Jump at conclusions—to think 
ahead of the floundering British politicians and to 
predict the consequences of what they are doing—Is 
strong. But It should be resisted. 
Probably, there will be a shift tn the European 
balance of power which will relieve some of the 
tension In Oermany. Probably, Great Britain will 
•merge, if not allied with Germany, at least not 
diplomatically opposed to Germany—a trend, inci- 
dacit»Uy, the start of which oan be traced to the 
brief reign of King Edward VIII 
Probably, the 
British are on the verge of making another of the 
famous compromises which have enabled them to 
remain so long at the top of the heap. 
Probably a great many preconceptions, including 
some in the United States, will have to be dropped 
into the wastebasket. Therefore, opinions based on 
those preconceptions are about as useful as a society 
dame's last year's chapeau. 
The British are muddling through. The Germans, 
in their customary tactless manner, are ploughing 
through. For the tune being it'« their show. Toes 
will be crushed, ribs cracked and feelings hurt. But 
out of It all. unless someone tips over a powder keg 
into the fire, may come a compromise which will 
give Europe another breathing spell.
